The State debt increased until in 
887 it was over sixteen millions of 
ollars. 
The annual Interest would not bo 
•aid, and the State was without credit. 
?he laboring daises were not indni- 
.rions—spending much of their money 
or lottery tickets—hoping to become 
addenly wealthy. Schools and State 
nstitntiona were closed for want of 
nnds. Forty-seven per oent of her 
ohool population and over forty-five 
sr oent of her voting population 
oald neither read nor writ*. W«e it 
ay wonder that Louisiana aid her 
aoe in shame and wept under the bur- 
ienof so destructive and debasing a 
ystsm as a legalized lottery. 
Legalize the lottery in Nevada and 


what would be onr magnitude in the 
galaxy tof States; what would be onr 
nflaence in the councils of the nation? 
Other States would shun us as the 
plague spot of the nation and onr na 
tonal government would refuse to 
recognize ne as worthy of a voice in 
her councils.

and daughters—our State's best heri- 
aga? Taey woald no longer have an 
ncsntive to earnest effort, nor an en- 
oonragenmect to noble living. For onr 
schools and churches would close and 
onr industries would die.
